ual chug* atartad In the mem- 
bership of th* Intelligentsia. Mem- 
ber* at mm classes began to lain 
th* rank* — member* of the clergy, 
lower ranke of the dvil service, 
merchant claaa, and peasants. This 
change In membership brought 
about a spilt so that one group 
began to Identify Its goals as rev- 
olutionary instead of vaguely hu- 
manitarian, and accepted the 
Marxist philosophical theories. 
This first radical revolutionary 
group must be held responsible 
(Indeed, they proudly claimed the 
responsibility) for the Russian 
Revolution. They were the ones 
who spread the Marxist dogm* 
among th* new working claas In 
Russian industries, who sacrificed 
their lives In terrorist acts against 
the aristocracy, who planned the 
overthrow of The monarchy. Out 
of their ranks came the extremist 
Marxism group, the Bolsheviks. 
When these men rose In protest 
against the Communist regime 
which eventually came Into pow- 
er, they were destroyed.

The word ‘‘Intelligentsia" has a 
curious history. It was Introduced 
Into Russia In the 1880’s as the 
Russification of the Latin term 
meaning “understanding” or "dis- 
cernment." ' In Russis, however, 
this word was given an entirely 
afferent meaning and value. It 
was later adopted by Europeans, 
In the Russian sense, to mean In- 
tellectuals of the avant-garde va- 
riety. 

In Russia the word was used to 
deeignste a apodal group of peo- 
ple united by common Intellect- 
ual or esthetic prlndpies who ded- 
icated their efforts to bringing en- 
lightenment to the uneducated 
people of Russia. The Intelligent-
